India bans U.S. military flights 


NEW DELHI (U F I) — American 
diplomats confirmed Friday that 
India has banned U.S. Military 
Airlift Command flights which have 
been landing in India since 1949. 
They said the action, taken quietly 
last month despite U.S. protests, 
was another manifestation of the 
poor state of relations between the 
two countries since last December’s 
Indo-Pakistan war in which the U.S. 
sided with Pakistan. 
Until last Oct. 13, C141 transport 
planes landed twice each week in

Delhi 
on 
round-the-world 
flights carrying American military 
personnel, American diplomats on 
official 
business, 
diplomatic 
pouches 
and supplies for U.S. 
diplomatic missions. 
A U.S. embassy official said the 
Indian government had wanted to 
stop the flights for some time and 
took the opportunity to do it when 
relations turned sour. 
He said Indian Foreign Secretary 
T. N. Kaul contended India was 
simply withdrawing from the United 


States a privilege enjoyed by no 
other nation here. 


The American official said the 
Indian side also said the function of 
the MAC flights could adequately be 
fulfilled by commercial airlines. 


American sources said, however, 
the Soviet Union has no need for 
such 
flights 
since 
Aeroflot 
essentially is a government airline. 
MAC 
is the equivalent of an 
American government airline, one 
American source said. 


He pointed out that large numbers 
of Russian planes land in India and 
many of them don't have Aeroflot 
markings. 
Russia sided with India in last 
year's war and relations between 
the Soviet Union and India are 
excellent. 
New Delhi was considered a 
necessary stop on the round-the- 
world 
MAC flights which also 
touched down at Madrid, Karachi, 
Bangkok, Saigon and Clark Air 
Force Base in the Philippines. 
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PARIS (U PI) —The respected 
French newspaper Le Monde said 
Friday a faction of the North 
Vietnamese army opposed to a 
cease-fire attacked the Viet Cong 
headquarters two weeks ago. The 
report was denounced as a lie by the 
Viet Cong. 


In a dispatch by its Saigon 
correspondent citing “ a reliable and 
very well informed source,” Le 
Monde said the attack was on Viet 
Cong headquarters near Saigon at 
dawn on Nov. 10. The story said the 
North Vietnamese army rebellion 
was 
crushed 
and 
its 
leaders 
punished. 
The story attributed the attack to 
hard-line partisans of Communist 
military 
victory. 
It 
said 
the 
dissident troops numbered slightly 
more than 1,000 and said they 
overran 
the 
Viet 
Cong 
field 


headquarters but were unable to 
capture 
top 
Viet 
Cong 
policy 
makers. 
The Viet Cong office in Paris 
denied the report, spokesman Ly 
Van Sau said: ‘‘This le Monde report 
is a total fabrication, spread by 
Saigon. There is no word of truth in 
it.”

Vietnamese Gen. Le Vinh Khoa 
commanded the attack, which was 
crushed two days later by forces 
under Gen. Tran Nam Trung, Viet 
Cong defense minister The Viet 
Cong said, however, there was no 
North Vietnamese general named 
Le Vinh Khoa. 
The fighting took place in Tay 
Ninh, Binh Long, Phuoc Long and 
Binh Duong provinces, just north 
and west of Saigon, and lasted for 
two days, the paper said 
Cease-fire may be months away 


PARIS (U PI) —U. S. negotiator 
Henry A. Kissinger and the North 
Vietnamese may be months away 
from a cease-fire 
in Vietnam, 
according to diplomatic sources, 
because of the U. S. stand that an 
international peace-keeping force be 
ready to go into action the minute 
the shooting stops 


Kissinger held another secret, 
one-hour meeting with the North 
Vietnamese Friday, and another 


session—the sixth this week—was 
scheduled for Saturday. A French 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said 
after

‘‘The

a manual recount of 179 precincts of 
the 324 precincts in the county when 
Hart forces called a halt. Hart, the 
young former Santa Barbara City 
College political science teacher, 
had picked up only seven votes in the 
recount of the Third, Fourth and 
Fifth Supervisorial districts. The 
latter two had given Republican 
incumbent W. Don MacGillivray a 
majority of more than 9,200 votes 
alone. 
The counters had started on the 
initial precincts of the Second 
District 
when 
Dick 
Hingson, 
assistant Hart campaign manager,

Dakota. The Air Force spokesman 
said the launch signal was set in 
motion from an EC 135 plane over 
Vandenberg.

The Hart forces which had been 
paying $600 per day for the recount 
will get a refund as a result of 
canvassing boards working only half 
a day Friday. The count had been 
carried out throughout Tuesday and 
Wednesday, with Thanksgiving Day 
off. 
County Election Bureau chief 
Myrtle Heltman said a recount of all 
county precincts probably would 
have taken another full day or more 
to complete. 
Canvassing boards totaling 20 
persons were paid $21 per day, and 
the side filing for a recount was 
required 
to 
pay 
for 
recount 
materials as well. Reversal of the 
result 
would 
have 
brought 
a 
complete refund to Hart forces. 
It was the first such recount in the 
county’s history. Previously, there 
had been a recount involving a Santa 
Maria 
Public 
Airport 
District 
election 
County Clerk J.E . Lewis hailed 
the results of the manual count as 
‘‘proving once more” the accuracy 
of the county’s relatively new 
electronic vote-counters. 


The 
few 
discrepancies 
which 
turned up were not the fault of the 
vote-counting machines, he noted, 
but occurred when the machine 
didn’t 
tally 
votes 
which 
were 
marked substantially outside the 
square for MacGillivray or Hart. 


Hart had carried a whopping 96 
per cent of the Isla Vista-UC Santa 
Barbara campus vote, and his South 
Coast margin enabled him to gain 
more votes than his rival in the 
county’s South Coast area But north 
county voting, and returns in San 
Luis Obispo County, went against 
him strongly and brought about his 
defeat. 


Hart, who was declared to be 
vacationing in Hawaii while the 
recount went on, has told some of 
his campaign workers he doubts if 
he will run for office again. He had

The county’s Technical Review 
Staff 
(TRSi, 
which 
has 
been 
providing 
quick 
environmental 
clearances for a host of private 
projects throughout the county in 
recent weeks, came under fire 
Friday from County Supervisor- 
elect Frank J. Frost. 
Frost, UC Santa Barbara history 
professor elected to the Board of 
Supervisors in the general election, 
objected to what he termed “ a lot of 
guesswork” in regard to a negative 
environmental declaration filed on 


behalf of a multi million dollar 
Goleta Valley shopping center. 
Frost, speaking as a “ private 
citizen,’ 
and given support by 
Gilbert Perleberg, a Goleta Valley 
homeowners association official, 
said he felt numerous negative 
declarations getting endorsement 
were “ inadequate.” 
The review staff, made up of 
representatives of various county 
departments involved in building 
projects, 
decided 
to 
continue 
scrutiny of the University Village 
Shopping Center matter to its next 
meeting Nov 30. 


Michael 
Meier, 
of 
Exchange 
Building Corp., was called upon by 
the 
review 
staff 
to 
provide 
supplemental information about the 
project, on a 14-acre site at the 
southeast corner of Hollister and 
Pacific Oaks Rd. It would be the 
forerunner of a proposed regional 
shopping complex, the staff was 
told. 


Meier had told the staff he felt the 
Goleta Water District’s estimate 
that the project would require at 
least 31 acre feet of water annually 
was “too high " He wasn t sure 


what water usage would be. he 
declared 
Water runoff in a valley now 
engaged in mining for ground water 
was important. Howard Menzel. 
staff clerk, told Meier, after Meier 
said 
he 
felt 
the 
runoff 
from 
extensive roof and parking surfaces 
would go underground by storm 
drain system to the ocean. 
Perleberg told the staff he was 
“ appalled at the procedures being

Three Magazines 


For All Readers 


By REV. DAVID POLING 


Some editors, church members and university students 
have contended that the religious press/publications have 
suffered from a narrow view. These critics argue that 
most religious magazines give a special slant, are targeted 
for a particular audience and may be promptly dismissed 
for any general reading enrichment. While this judgment 
may apply to a majority of religious journals, there are at 
least three, which we see, that merit a broad public read­ 
ership. Although varying in editorial perspective, they 
measure up in excellence of reporting and presenting a 
fresh input of ideas and comment. 
» 
Christianity Today may well be the leading conserva­ 
tive journal published today. It constantly scores in a 
news coverage that exceeds all other religious magazines 
put together. How they can afford the global reporting 
they produce is a mystery yet to be explained. Their staff 
or representatives hit every major world Christian meet­ 
ing and their coverage of the Olympics will surely gain 
some awards from those searching for excellence. Chris­ 
tianity Today gave an entirely different slant on the ex­ 
periences surrounding Munich and the Olympic Village. 
They highlighted the activities of the Jesus People who 
marshalled some big public rallies and created a major 
stir within the ranks of the Communist-bloc nations. 
Unfortunately, much of this did not appear in the secu­ 
lar press—and not at all on television. One interesting 
item: 
The 2,000 young people involved in evangelistic

50,000 every month. Their October issue is a prize, for it 
presents the best of its readers in art, poetry, photogra­ 
phy and short stories. Read by adults as well as youth 
it now finds its way into public libraries, high school read­ 
ing rooms, church lounges. It’s refreshing to see such a 
creative effort grow when so many magazines are 
breathing hard for survival. 
Alas, none of the journals reviewed can be found in the 
drugstore racks or in the shopping center magazine 
corner. You get them by mail and this is a barrier for 
mans potential readers.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. — (NEA) — This is a Jack Nicklaus 
retrospective. 
The greatest golfer in the history of the world has vir­ 
tually completed his greatest season. At the age of 32, 
he stands supreme. 
He’s a fine figure of a man. Yeah, the guy who was 
once built like a chocolate eclair is now trim chic with 
fashionably flopping golden hair. 
He’s also on the verge of winning the astounding sum 
of $300.000 in prize money on the PGA tour alone in 1972. 
He’s already at the $290,000 mark and will compete in one 
or maybe both of the remaining tour events (His total 
income will easily exceed $1 million.) 
He has done this by playing in only 18 of the 45 major 
tournament stops to date! 
He has set a new all-time season record of six champi­ 
onships. He also finished second in three PGA events 
and was runner-up in the British Open. 
He has now won every major title twice among the 
four events which make up the Grand Slam of golf (U.S. 
Open, PGA, Masters, British). He also won the U.S. 
Amateur twice before he ever turned pro. 
He is the leading money winner on the tour for the 
fifth time, also a new record, breaking his deadlock with 
Arnold Palmer, who last topped the pack back in 1963. 
Nicklaus is also the only man ever to win more than 
$100,000 a total of 10 times, all consecutively. In fact, 
the only time he failed to reach that figure was his rookie 
year in 1962. 
His career earnings in official prize money have now 
passed $1,670,000. 
By now, you have the idea. 
Jack Nicklaus has made it. And has it made. 
Yet the appreciation of Jack Nicklaus has gone far 
beyond adding machine tabulation. 
So has his own appreciation of the game he plays. 
”1 think professional golf is a good, clean sport,” said 
Jack in a moment of reflection at the Sahara Invita­ 
tional, his most recent tournament. ‘‘One that’s in­ 
creasingly popular. You used to have only 20 guys 
making a good living at it. Now you have 80 to 90 guys. 
We haven’t had any scandals or real problems.” 
There is a maturing satisfaction in Jack that doesn’t 
diminish his zest for winning. A lot of it has to do with 
the way he looks The golf galleries form an adulatory 
procession behind him the way they’ve done for Arnold 
Palmer. 


By the quirk of the draw, he played three straight 
rounds with Palmer at the Sahara. Five years ago it 
would have been a tribulation. When he was on his wav 
to a record-smashing Open triumph at Baltusrol in 1967 
the crowd applauded his bogeys. 
“When you play with Arnold,” he said then, “you ex­ 
pect the crowd to be partisan.” 
The golf mood has changed for him. 
“There’s no favoritism toward Arnold now," he said 
“Not really.” 
Dramatically, the gestalt is right for him. The whole 
of the present Jack Nicklaus conveys athletic quality. 
The drives go booming down the fairways as they always 
did, but behind them now is a man lean in the waist 
where there used to be an obvious bulge. 
The transformation occurred in 1969 when Jack and 
Barbara Nicklaus got on a trans-Atlantic plane after 
the British Open at Birkdale. He turned to his wife and 
said, “This is it.” 
The next day he started on a diet. 
1 told Barbara,” recounted Jack, “ I can go home 
and gain 2U pounds in three weeks. Why not go home and 
lose 20?’ ” 
In three weeks he lost the 20. 
“I did it for health reasons,” said Jack “I’d never 
been on a diet before. My doctor always said to keep my 
weight up where it was at. ‘You’ll know when you have 
to lose it,’ he said. And I knew I was getting tired.” 
There was no magic formula in the weight loss 
He 
borrowed a friend’s “weight watcher” book and followed 
it faithfully. 
“He not only lost the weight,” applauded Barbara, 
“he lost eight inches in his clothes.” 
The trim look boosted his imagery and didn’t affect 
his play. The last two years have been his most sensa­ 
tional. And opportunely.

National Football League won a 
summary 
judgment 
Friday 
in 
Superior Court where Judge David 
N. Eagleson ruled it had the right to 
black out the Super Bowl game here 
Jan 14. 
The ruling cam e on a class action 
suit 
brought 
by 
two 
men 
who 
described them selves as football 
fans and taxpayers— Harvey A. 
Schneider 
and 
George 
Hanover, 
both Los Angeles attorneys. 
Judge 
Eagleson 
rejected 
the 
claim of the two attorneys that a 
blackout 
would 
violate 
their 
constitutional 
rights 
of 
equal 
protection and to be informed. 
‘‘The 
plaintiffs 
want 
to 
be 
entertained,” said the court ruling. 
There is no such constitutional 
right.” 
On another claim of the plaintiffs 
that a blackout violated antitrust 
laws, the judge ruled that the NFL 
and club owners “have the right to 
merchandise the event in any lawful 
w ay.” Judge Eagleson pointed out 
that 
the 
blackout 
was 
not 
an 


arbitrary decision but one taken by 
an experienced league in an attempt 
to get a sellout game. 
Attorney 
Philip 
K. 
Berleger, 
representing the NFL and league 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle, said in 
an affidavit filed with the court that 
the league had agreed if the gam e is 
a sellout 10 days prior to when it is 
scheduled to be held, it will be 
televised in the Los Angeles area. 
Should there be no sellout by 10 
days prior to Jan. 14, the game will 
be blacked out for a radius of 75 
m iles from the Coliseum, site of the 
contest. 


The suit also had named the 
National Broadcasting Co., Radio 
Corporation of America, the City 
and County of Los Angeles and the 
state 
of 
California. 
But 
Judge 
Eagleson said these parties had to 
go along with the policy of the 
league in the decision. 
By granting a summary judgment 
for 
the 
defendants, 
the 
judge 
refused 
to 
issue any 
injunctive 
relief.

Some kids find their identity 
in Little League baseball. I 
found mine in the swimming 
pool.” 


He never thought about 
much else — just swimming 
and, then the ambition to 
finish college and go on to 
dental school. The idea of 
acting never really occurred 
to him. 
“ Oh, once in awhile," he 
says, “ I'd go to the movies 
and I’d fantasize about how 
nice it would be to be in the 
leading man’s shoes and kiss 
all the pretty girls. But it 
was just an idle dream.” 
But that’s all. No acting 
lessons. No high school or 
college plays. Not even any 
speech practice. If it hadn’t 
been 
for 
his 
phenomenal 
sweep in Munich, he’d be 
looking at teeth at the Uni­ 
versity of Indiana Dental 
School right now. 
His Olympic career, he 
says, produced some pecu­ 
liar numerical coincidences. 
“ I entered six events in 
Mexico City in ’68 and seven 
events in Munich in ’72.” he 
says. “ That’s a total of 13 
events — unlucky, right? 1 
won four medals in ’68 and 
seven in ’72 — that’s 11 
medals. And that’s supposed 
to be lucky.” 
So maybe luck didn’t have 
very much to do with it. But 
he has a way of explaining 
his Olympic career.

maxim,” he says. “ The one 
about the dog who stops to 
go to the bathroom won’t 
catch the rabbit. Well, I 
stopped to go to the bath­ 
room, I guess — but it looks 
like I’m going to catch the 
rabbit anyhow.” 
He’s turned his back com­ 
pletely on swimming. 
He 
says he hasn’t even been in 
the water since he climbed 
out of the Olympic pool in 
M u n i c h , 
after his last 
triumph. He also says that if 
he’d been as successful in 
Mexico City in ’68 as he was 
in Munich in ’72, he would 
have quit then. 
He’s so far removed from 
things natatorial that he’s 
not even in the Hollywood 
swim. His advisers are keep­ 
ing him pretty much under 
wraps here — he goes to 
none of the big parties or 
premieres, he does no inter­ 
views to speak of, and so far 
there’s no gossip about his 
doing much dating. 
“ I spend most of my time 
with my hobbies," he says. 
“ I take pictures. I’m pretty 
good. I take pictures of all 
kinds of things — sometimes 
p r e t t y girls, sometimes 
bottle caps in the gutter for 
ecology. And I have my 
stereo — I like all kinds of 
music and I’ve got some 
great equipment.”

Pistol Pete's footsteps

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Ap­ 
palachian State University is 
in Boone, N.C., almost a two- 
hour drive ndrth from Char­ 
lotte and 53 miles south of 
Route 81, if you don’t take 
the long way around through 
Grandfather Mountain and 
Blowing Rock Mountain. In 
short, it is a long way from 
the pros. 
The school’s new head bas­ 
ketball coach is Press Mara­ 
vich. A few years ago it ap­ 
peared that Press and his 
o ffs p r in g extraordinaire, 
Pete, might enter the pros 
together, as the father-son 
duo that they were at Louisi­ 
ana State University—and go 
for several million dollars. 
Well, Pete went alone, in 
1970. Press says that for him 
“ the break never came.” 
Two years after Pete left 
LSU (the Maraviches ar­ 
rived on the Baton Rouge 
campus together when Pete 
was a freshman) Press was 
fired. “ I was shocked,” he 
said, 
Press Maravich was never 
a big winner, went the time- 
honored complaint. He was 
also accused of not recruit­ 
ing well, especially in the 
state of Louisiana. 
“ Football is king there,” 
said Press. “ The state has 
a population of three million 
and it has six million foot­ 
ball seats That’s a joke peo­ 
ple tell but it’s l i k e the 
truth.” 
He said he needed time to 
help develop talent in Louisi­ 
ana And the fancv presence 
of Pete had helped. “ Baskets 
popped up in driveways," 
said the LSU publicity direc­ 
tor, “ And a lot of kids who 
used to want to be tight ends 
now wanted to be P i s t o l 
Pete.” 
Press Maravich had a 3-20 
record his first season. (Pete 
was on the freshman team 
that y e a r and 4.000 fans 
would watch his game and 
then about 3,500 would not 
stay to see the varsity.» He 
was 75-6 the next five years. 
“ That wasn’t good enough, 
I guess,” said Press. “ Win­ 
ning big is everything It’s 
terrible as hell. The fans 
have got to realize that some 
win and some lose. Like in 
the Olympics, nobody re­ 


press Maravich 


members the guys who won 
the bronze medals. All they 
remember are the ones who 
won the shiny, gold medals. 
Those are the biggies. 
“ And our recruiting prac­ 
tices are so damn evil. Ev­ 
erything is so expensive. So 
you’ve got to have better 
teams to draw more fans to 
make more money. You buy 
a jock strap, for instance: 
it costs a buck now where 
a couple years ago it cost 65 
cents. It’s like buying a gold 
jock strap. 
“ They’ve got to get a dif­ 
ferent philosophy. There’s 
got to be a little more com­ 
passion 
s h o w n 
for 
the 
coach.” 
Appalachian State, rarely 
even a modest basketball 
threat, seems to the casual 
observer like an exile for 
Maravich. 
“ No, it’s the greatest thing 
to happen to me,” Maravich 
says. “ It’s a chance to build 
from the bottom up. This is 
going to be our first year in 
the Southern Conference— 
Furman, VMI, The Citadel, 
you know, that gang. So it’ll 
be awfully tough, since we 
don’t have the good ball 
players, yet. 
“ But look what we have 
here. We’ve got 8,200 stu­ 
dents and a new fieldhouse 
that seats 8,200 We’ve got 
the biggest physical educa­ 
tion school this side of the 
Mississippi The only football 


field in North Carolina with 
AstroTurf. Hey, and the 
scenery is breathtaking — 
makes your eyes pop right 
out of your sockets. We ve 
got all these mountains and 
golf courses. And it’s the only 
p l a c e in America that is 
ecologically healthy. There 
is .0001 of a p a r t i c le for 
every one thousand cubic 
y a r d s of air. Pistol Pete 
came up to visit from At­ 
lanta He was breathing such 
clean air for the first time 
that he started coughing." 
Pistol Pete. Some say it 
was the son who got his 
father the LSU job and his 
son who helped his father 
lose the job. 
“ 1 guess when Pete went 
to the pros I missed him an 
awful lot,” said Maravich. 
“ When you coach a great 
basketball player in college 
you’re always excited for the 
next play. What will he do? 
The double-shuffle this? The 
double-jake that? And it was 
challenging because you’d 
have to see what the other 
team’s special defense for 
him would be — and then 
you devise a special offense. 
I think that’s what made 
Butch van Breda Kolff leave 
Princeton to coach the pros. 
After Bill Bradley played for 
him, he was frustrated. 
“ And I was maybe uncon­ 
sciously comparing my other 
players with Pete the last 
two years, If a kid didn’t 
match up — and how could 
he?—I maybe turned sour on 
him. I’ve had a couple years 
now to get over it. I ’ve con 
quered it; I ’m sure I have.”

self that the slings and ar­ 
rows of outrageous fortune 
would just naturally bend 
when they strike his rotund 
figure. 


Woody has labored all his 
adult life in a field that has 
been assailed for hypocrisy 
and espousal of brutality, 
that of college head football 
coach. And since 1951 he has 
been at Ohio State, which 
symbolizes big-time college 
football with all its malev­ 
olent implications. 


Does all this bother Woody 
Hayes? 
“ There is a segment of so­ 
ciety," he shrugs, "which is 
against football or anything 
that’s well organized.” 


And yet one wonders about 
the ethic of college football 
as it relates to this changing 
world. 


“ Ara Parseghian (of Notre 
Dame) 
tells 
the 
story,” 
Hayes says, “ of these two 
guys meeting on the street. 
And one says to the other, 
‘How’s your wife?’ 


"And the other answers, 
‘Compared to what?’ 


"Well, compared to other 
activities of young people, 
football is so far and away 
in front that there’s no con­ 
test. We put on a wholesome 
show which is sincere enough 
because we want to win.” 


Yet Woody Hayes, who has 
been described as troglodyt- 
ic 
and 
contentious 
and 
sometimes just plain boorish 
in his behavior as a football 
leader, isn’t oblivious to the 
gusts of change. 


“ The football guy is the 
anti-hero nowadays,” he con­ 
cedes. “ A student is held in 
disrepute if he works like 
hell. The over-achiever, they 
look down on him. 


“ Last May, I ran across 
our 
football 
captain 
on 
campus. He was on a bike 
and he had his coat pulled 
up around his neck. It was 
warm and I wondered what 
he was doing dressed like 
that. He said. ‘Coach, I didn’t 
want to ride across campus 
and let people see me with a 
tie on.’ 


Nevertheless, you can see

44. Returning a Lob 


How should I return a de 
fensive lob? 
Under no circumstances 
do I recommend that you try 
to hit a defensive lob in the 
air. When your opponents 
have hit a defensive lob to 
you, let it bounce. 
When the ball is coming 
down the first time it is 
traveling fast and falling al­ 
most straight down, so you 
are more likely to mistime 
and mishit the ball 
But after the ball bounces 
and comes down the second 
time, it is traveling more 
slowly. This makes it easier 
to time and hit. 
Another reason for not hit­ 
ting a defensive lob in the 
air is that by the time you 
can make contact with the 


ball your opponents have had 
all the time they need to get 
to their desired positions. 
What can I do when [flay­ 
ing against opponents who 
constantly return every ball 
as a lob? 
Take their offensive lobs 
in the air as a volley and 
continue to the net Return 
their defensive lobs as over­ 
head smashes after the ball 
has bounced 
You have to be willing to 
be aggressive on overhead 
smashes when the opportu­ 
nity is right It you m iss a 
couple, don’t get cautious
